Edmund G. Brown Jr. are 
vying for the seat being vacated 


by Republican S. |. Hayakawa 
With four weeks left before the 
election, the race is virtually a 
dead heat, although Wilson hai a 
large lead following the June pri- 
mary 

Reagan reportedly considers 
the race important for two rea- 
sons. First, he does not want Cali- 
fornia’s Senate delegation tobe 
controlled by the Democrats 


Second, and most important, Rea- 
gan considers Brown politically

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Loan Agencies Clear Backlog 


FIT Sc. !l Handling Student Loan Business

The logjam of delayed student 
loans that plagued many CSUS 
and Sacramento area students last 
year, Causing some to wait as jong 
as Six months for their money, has 
finally been cleared according to 
loan company and Stucent Aid 
Commission officials 

Deno Evangelista, president of 
First Independent Trust Company 
in Sacramento, the primary lend- 
ing institution involved, said last 
Thursday all applications filed 
with his firm have been processed 
and that FIT is now in the process 
of accepting new ones 

Lois McNally, public informa- 


tion officer at the Student Aid 
Commission said as far as her 
office can determine, all of the 
delayed loans have been cleared 
or should have been since FIT has 
had the entire summer to work on 
its backlog. Nevertheless, she 
added, ifthereare stiilstudents 
who have complaints about their 
loans, they should contact her 
immediately 


At CSUS, Financial Aid Direc- 
tor Ralph Alvarez commented he 
has not heard of any loan-related 
problemsin ‘acouplernonths,’’ 
and therefore he is presuming 
students who suffered loan delays 
last year have all been satisfied 

Neither McNally nor Aivarez 


expect the same problem to occur 
this year. According to Alvarez 
“the problem last year was there 
was a big rush of applications 

at one time. Some (students) just 
didn't understand the regulations 
and were concerned they wouldn't 
get loans like they did in the past 
This year we're already on top of 
October 1 and we con't have the 
same probiems.” 

The delay in processing loan 
applications occurred last fall 
when large numbers of students 
fearing new federal restrictions on 
student aid that took effect last 
October would make them ineligi- 
ble for loans, all hurriedly filed 
their requests at once, overloading 
the processing system. Alvarez’ 


office at one point reportedly 
received over 4,000 applications 
Over &@ two-week period 


At FIT. which was understaffed 
to handle the influx of requests 
things were further complicated 
when the company’s attempt to 
switch from manuai to computer- 
ized processing of loans failed 
Consequently some loan requests 
sent to FIT had to be filled by 
another fi'm, CitiBank of New 
York City 

As reported in the State Hornet 
last semester, the resulting delays 
made it financially impossible for 
some students to enroll in school 
Several students called the State

While the national default rate 
on National Direct Student Loans 
(NDSL) has dropped from over 17 
percent to about 11 percent in four 
years, CSUS boasts a lower rate of 
6.3 percent 

Bob Lange. who works in the 
collections area of Financial Aid 
Accounting at CSUS, says that 
figure ‘Makes my job easier 

In Los Angeles, the US. attor 
ney's office recently filed suit 
against 90 people with outstand 
ing loans. A total of about 270.000 
is being sought by officials who 
threaten levies against borrowers 
wages, bank accounts and auto- 
mobiles 

Getting pastrhetoric. federa 
marshals in Philadelphia have 
seized cars owned by borrowers 
with defaulted ioans. Officials are 
also aiming their efforts at bank 
accounts and other personal prop- 
erty 

Lange was not aware of any 
specific actions like these, but felt 
confident that these measures would 
not be employed in the Sacra- 
mento area 

It is also low enough to make 
CSUS the third best schoo! in the 
CSU system in paying back NDSL 
according to Lange 

Unlike most forms of student 
assistance, the NDSL program 
does not automatically receive 
federal funds annually Rather. the 
system works as ‘revolving fund 
Lange said 

When loans are repaid the 
money is immediately placed back 
into a fund and is made available 
for new student loans. Lange said 
this adds up to ‘students financing 
students.” 

Because the program works 
this way instead of relying on addi- 
tional money each year, it works to 
the advantage of the lending 
agency anc prospective student 
borrowers if loans are repaid on 
time 

To insure the efficiency of the 
payback process. Lange said 
workers !n his area will “bend over 
backwards’ to assist recent grad- 
uates, who have loans, in finding a 
job 

Lange said ‘it works to my 
benefit’ if students get a job soon 
after leaving school. He said ‘a 
large percentage” of students get 
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To make students aware 
responsibilities, CSUS gives pre 
loan interviews, and before gra 
duation. exit interviews. These are 
mandatory and are designed t: 
nstruct students of their right 
and obligations under the NDS|L 
program 

However, students do not always 
find a good paying job imme 
diately after graduating and some 
times have trouble trying to meet 
their payrnent schedule 

Students give various reasons 
fornonpayment, butLangesa 
unemployment is the most fre 
quent. He said workers are us 
ally patient and understand 
and try to work problems out 

CSUS works with a collectio 
agency intrying to recoup overdue 
loans. This practice

CSUS employs a two pnase

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Initiative Takes Redistricting Out of Legislature

Probably the most blatant ex- 
ample of politicking by lawmakers 
is the decennial reappointment of 
legislative districts. 


The majority party inevitably 
draws districts that bring on howls 
of “gerryrn.nder” from the minor- 
ity party. Oftentimes the federal 
justice department or the Supreme 
Court has to step in and mediate 


in California the last redistrict- 
ing was decided by the courts and 
even left one district unrepres- 
ented ‘or two years. Complaints 
always abound and !ast year's 
plans were no exception. 

Proposition 14 on the Nov- 
ember ballot is an attempt to 
repeal the state Legislature's 
power to reapportion State 
Senate, Assembly, Equalization 
Board, and congressional dis- 


tricts. The Legisiature’s power 
would be replaced by a districting 
commission, @ move long sup- 
ported by Common Cause 


The state Constitution requires 
the Legislature to adjust the boun- 
dary lines of Assembly, State 
Senate, congressionai, and Board 
of Equalization districts every 10 
years. Known as redistricting or 
reapportionment, this is done after 
publication of U.S. census data. 


The primary reason for reap- 
portionment is to establish dis- 
tricts reasonably equa! in popula- 
tion. Attempts are also made to 
respect the geographical bound- 
ries of cities and/or counties. _ 

Following the publication of the 
1980 census, al! districts except 
the Board of Equalization, had 
their boundaries revised. The 
Republicans’ feeling that the new

districts were gerrymandered, and 
that the new districts were tilted in 
favor of Democratic interests, took 
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their argument to the voters. 

Three referendum measures 
appeared on last June's baliot giv- 
ing voters the chance to approve 
or reject the new district pians. 
Voters rejected al! three reappor- 
tioned districts prolonging the 
redistricting issue. 


As 4 result of this, the Legisia- 
ture must again revise the State 
Senate, Assembly, and congres- 


sional districts in time for the 1984 
statewide elections. The Legisia- 
ture would not otherwise reappor- 
tion cistricts again until 1991 


The proposed commission 
would be required to adopt, by 
October 1, 1983, districting plans 
for the 1984 through the 1990 elec- 
tions based on data from the 1980 
census. Subsequently, the com- 
mission would meet once each 
decade, starting in 1991 to pro- 
duce new reapportionment pians 
based on the most recent census 
information. 


Proponents of Proposition 14 
claim the time has come to end the 
practice of reapportionment 
based on persona! or political 
concerns. They ciaim that the 
commission would represent all 
interests and would end secret

The commission would consist 
of a minimum of 10 appointed 
members. Justices from the state 
Court of Appeals would choose 
tour members including the chair- 
person. The largest two politica! 
parties would each appoint three 
members, two of whom could be 
members of the Legislature. Also, 
any other political party having 10 
percent or more representation 
would be allowed to appoint a 
member. 


Opponents claim that extrem- 
ists of either the left or the right will 
eventually grab power and devise 
plans serving their interests. 


Proposition 14 states that any 
redistricting plans would have to 
be adopted by a \v >-thirds vote of 
the commi: ing at least 


three votes from the judicia! 
appointments and at least one vote 
from each of the two largest politi- 
cal party members 

If the commission cannot adopt 
a redistricting plan within the 
designated time, or if any plan is 
found unconstitutional or rejected 
by voters, the measure would 
require the state Supreme Court to 
develop redistricting plans in 
accordance with the objectives 
stated in the measure 

Opponents claim this pian is an 
invitation for special interests 
They say it would take the power 
away from the voters and create an 
elite and costly bureaucracy 

Opponents say that a veto by 
either party will send the decision 
to the Supreme Court leaving 
voters out in the cold. Proponents 
rebut these charges saying the 
power continues to rest with 
voters.

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High School Mediocrity 


The latest SAT scores were released last week by 
the College Board. California high school students 
have slipped two points in both mathematical and 
verbal scores since last year. With California ranked a 
dismal fiftieth in per capita spent on education. it is 
time to take a serious look at our public schools and 
what they are failing to do for students 


Officials are only too quick to put the blame on 
television, social unrest and the increasing number of 
single-parent families. it must be pointed out that 
these factors can not be heid entirely responsible for 
the low SAT scores. There has been a severe lowering 
of standards in the California school system. Many 
high schools require only two years of mathematics 
and two years of English, with no specific require- 
ments in foreign languages or advanced classes 
High school students can take vocationa! courses 
and learn how to rebuild a car engine, but a majority 
cannot write a simple paragraph or read at grade 
school level 


District superintendents seem moreconcerned 
with bureaucratic red tape than with furthering 
Students’ educations. Teachers are not stressing the 
importance of basic skills, such as reading and 
writing, nor are they encouraging students to become 
motivated in these areas 


It is NO Surprise that a large number of students are 
uninterested in schoo!. Turned off by boring teach- 
ers, they watch hours of television because they have 
no stimulation to expand their knowledge. If teachers 
were more Creative in Classroom presentations, and in 
stressing the basics, perhaps students would become 
more interested in learning 

Attitudes must change. Teachers must realize that 
their pupils are not infants, incapable of absorbing 


material. Students do have minds that enjoy chai- 
lenge and creativity. Parents must begin where 
teachers leave off, encouraging their children to read 


books, magazines and write instead of watching 
reruns 


Furthermore, there should bea revision of tenure 
requirements forteachers Tenure should not be 
decided on seniority alone. Rather. it should be based 
on the ability of the individual teacher. so that 
incompetent teachers can be removed from the 
classroom. Classrooms in many public schools have 
turned into babysitting centers because teachers do 
not meet the needs of the students 


Teachers’ unions, including the California Teach- 
ers Association, have lobbied against evaluations of 
this nature, as well as separate pay scales based on 
class subjects. Many of the best teachers in technical 


fields are leaving schools for better paying private 
sector jobs. Teachers’ unions need to show more 
than lip service to improved education. Their con- 
Stant demands for increased f 1ding should be 
geared toward higher quality in the classroom. rather 


than pay raises 


California school districts ad not need more 
administrators who give themselves pay raises What 
the schools need is more money invested in current 


textbooks, science equipment 
school facilities Less mone 
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vocational courses, at least until sct ools can produce 
literate students 

Colleges through out the state are making an 
honest effort to serve a wider segment of the 
population. They can not be expected to accommo- 
date high schoo! graduates who perform at below- 


average levels in English and mathematics

Gun Control

| was extremely Surprised by what | witnessed at 
the recent noon hour debate over gun control 
between Richard Cox of the National Rifle Associa- 
tion, and Victor Palmieri, the spokesman for Califor- 
nians Against Crime. 

As an exchange student from Quebec. Canada, | 
find it rather disturbing to know that handguns can be 
bought so easily in most American states. including 
California. But what is really pathetic is that judging 
from the response of the Student audience, many or 
most people here do not want to change this 
ridiculous situation 


In Canada | have never even seen a handgun inthe 
possession of anybody but a police officer or a bank 
guard. In fact, ! have no idea where you Could buy one 
up there. This is probably why Montreal, a city of 
about three million people, only has about 60 or 70 
murders in a year. But when | bring up this point to 
certain individuais here in the United States, they 
often tell me that | can't compare the Situations of the 
two countries, because there are already so many 
guns in the United States which are in the hands of 
the wrong people. Therefore, they contend, it would 
not be fair to stop making handguns now because “all 
the sensible, law-abiding citizens would not be able 
to obtain enough guns to protect themselves from 
those who shouldn't have them, but do.” Mr. Cox also 
seems to feel that six million handguns in California is 
not enough for everyone 

But realistically speaking, how often does a gun 
actually protect a normal person from some lunatic 
on the street who has already pulled out his hand- 
gun? 

At the debate, Mr. Cox claimed that Proposition 15 
is “misdirected” because it is aimed at law-abiding 
citizens and because it will create an “elite” class of 
people who have legal guns. But citizens who are 
'@w-abiding can simply go out and register their guns. 
And whether there is an “elite” group or not, the 
existence of more guns overall, as Mr. Cox wants to 
see, is Clearly going to increase the size of the 
“deranged” group of individuals who actually go out 
and use their handguns. 

Mr. Cox also claims that the initiative will burden 
the taxpayer with “millions in local government 
costs” for the handgun registration procedures. If this 
is in fact true, that's a small price for many millions of 
Californians to pay tor a program which legitimately 
seeks to prevent the proliferation of concealable 
handguns. 

One fact remains fundamental in this issue, and 
that is that handguns are death machines and nothing 
else. But unfortunately, the political and propagan- 
distic power of the National Rifle Association has 
been able to blind many Americans of this fact by 
bringing up al! kinds of trivial problems ¥ «sociated 
with gun control. This is very sad because America is 
a great piace, but it really could be a heck of a lot

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Balanced Budget: A Red Herring 


Last week the House of Representatives voted 
down a proposed constitutional amendment requir- 
ing a balanced federal budget, much to the dismay of 
President Reagan 

Reagan attempted to make political hay ofthe 
Friday vote, telling repo-ters, “This vote today makes 
clear who supports a balanced budget and who does 
not. Voters across America should count heads and 
take names. In November, we must elect repr «nta- 
tives who will support the amendment wiicn we 
propose it again in the spring.” 

However, the defeat of the proposal was hardly a 
surprise to Reagan or anyone who is familiar with the 
workings of Congress. The proposai passed the 
Senate by a 69 to 31 vote over the summer mostly 
because the senators knew the bili was destined to 
die in the more liberal House 


Had the bill faced an easier ride through the lower 
house, the Senate vote would have ben much closer 
The House vote, in fact, was 236 to 187 in favor of the 
amendment, but fell 46 votes shy of the two-thirds 
required for passage. 

Had it become the 27th amendment to the US 
Constitution, the proposal would have required the 
president to submit a balanced budget to Congress 
each year, much the same as state governors and city 
mayors aiready do. 


Congress, however, was left with numerous 
loopholes, the most prominent being an escape 
clause allowing a three-fifths vote of both houses to 
authorize deficit spending. 

In essence, Congress has rejected a farcical 
Proposal requiring them to balance the budget if they 
feel like it. In addition to Congressional approval, the 
amendment aiso would have required the ratification 
of three-fourths of the states. 


The proposal would in no way have retarded the 
government spending programs that haverunup 
huge deficits in recent years. Reagan, the prime 
mover behind the proposal in Congress, this year 
Proposed the largest budget deficit in the history of 
the United States. 


If he really wants a balanced budget, why does he 
refuse to submit one? 

Reagan began campaigning against deficit spend- 
ing by the federal government in his first run at the 
White House nearly 15 years ago when he linked 
inflation with government deficits. Ina nationally 
televised speech last year, following his budget 
proposal, he told the American people deficits were 
not the cause of inflation after all. 


Now the president is blasting Congress for failing 
to require a balanced budget and adding to the woes 
of the economy. 

Reagan is giving the American people little credit.

His complaints are no more than thinly-veiled 
election year rhetoric 

Reagan told reporters he shared “the deep burning 
anger of millions of Americans’ and blamed 
House Democrats who “again played politics with the 
will of the people.” 

There is much room for doubt about Congress 
thwarting the will of the people Moves to require a 
balanced federal budget began appearing inthe 
middie 1970s. with proponents requesting the first 
constitutiona! convention since 1789 to passthe 
amendment 

Three more states must stil! vote for the conven- 
tion before it can be convened despite several years 
of attempts, and the supporters of the Equal Rights 
Amendment can tell the balanced budget people how 
difficult it can be to get three more states 

Some opponents of the convention assert it would 
be used to literally rewrite the nearly 200-year-old 
document, drastically altering our way of life 

interestingly, one of the main proponents of the 
new convention is Calitornia Gov. Edmund G. Brown 
Jr, although the state has never Passed a resolution 
Supporting it 

Brown based his abortive Presidential race in 1980 
on the issue of federa! spending, beginning with his 
appearances at New England town meetings to 
stump for the proposal that died last week in the 
House 

Although Reagan has asked the people to vote for 
supporters of such an amendment, Brown is reported 
to be number one on the administration's hit list for 
November as he pushes his bid for the Senate 

The bottom line in the matter is Reagan is using the 
proposal to shade over the state of the economy and 
the size of his deficit going into the election next 
month. However, his shrill rebuke of House Demo- 
Ccrats does not hide the fact Congress generally does 
not favor the amendment, nor does it cut the current 
deficit. 

A seemingly more succsastul, although less 
plausible, strategy would be to simply balance the 
budget before proposing it to Congress 

If the White House were to reduce its expenditures, 
especially at the Pentagon whose budget is increas- 
ing at a phenomenal rate especially for peace time, 
and propose increases on revenues, then the budget 
could be balanced without the aid of a constitutional 
amendment. 

Those are the moves that would be required 
should the amendment ever pass, so maybe the White 
House ought to undertake them now as if it had 
passed. 

The proposal that died last week would not have 
balanced the budget and so long as Congress can 
simply authorize deficit spending by voting, the only 
way Reagan will have his balanced budget is if he 
proposes it himself. How about it, Mr. President?

The CSUS Library was reorgan- 
ized and a new theft detection 
system installed over the summer 
increasing security and maximiz- 
ing efficiency within the library 

On three floors, bookshelves 
were moved and individual study 
cubicles grouped together, taking 
the cubicles out of isolated areas 
and bringing them into more open 
view 

More apparent is the addition of 
the new theft detection system at 
the main exit. The outdated Check- 
point One system was replaced by 
the modern and convenient Min- 
nesota Mining and Manufacturing 
system (3M) Inthe past, checked- 
Out books had to be passed around 
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Library Increases Security 


placed under protection, sothe 
user of the library can exit unham 
pered The new setup is not only 
convenient, but is cost effective 
according to University Librarian 
Joyce Ball 

‘We were disturbed by the cost 
of the old system,” said Ball. The 
old set up required smal! plates to 
be attached to the back of the 
books at a cost of about 25 cents 
each. Now, small, hidden ribbons 
are attached to the books at acost 
Of about seven cents each, said 
Ball 

The 3M system cost $18.376 
Ball said that because of “ease of 
exit for the student, primary cost 
figures of time saved, the system 
will pay for itself by the end of the 
year Also, we are able, for the first 
time, to protect periodicals 





explained that the library em- 
ployee at the main exit can now 
check Out books as well as keep an 
eye on the security system ‘We're 
trying not to make leaving the 
library disruptive especially tothe 
nonest student.

Nimura explained that the |i- 
Drary took further security steps to 
insure the safety of students as 
well as providing added theft-
